The coroner's report does state that there 
were scratches on his neck, but doesn't 
specify if the scratches came from the 
bed sheet he supposedly hanged himself 
with or were inflicted by another person 
The coroner's report doesn't confirm the 
family’s claims that semen was found in 
his bowels 

There are alSo unconfirmed reports 
that Albert Patterson was heard scream- 
ing that someone had shot him in the 
back. The coroner's report does not con- 
firm that Albert Patterson was shot but 
does indicate that the apparent cause of 
death was by “suspension hanging 

The family believes prison guards may 
have been involved in his death and are 
considering filing charges. "We the family 
believe he was murdered at the hands of 
the guards," said Joan McCreary, Albert 
Patterson's aunt. "They want us to 
believe that he hung himself 

Marcella Patterson said another in- 
mate was the one who first called to tell 
her that her son was dead. She says 


prison officials tqjd her that her son killed 
himself because he was depressed aver 
breaking up with a. girlfriend he cor- 
responded with and spoke to on the 
phone frequently. The family finds that 
explanation questionable 

That's nothing new. They broke up 
every week and got back together,” Mar- 
cella Patterson said of the trouble her 
son may or may not have been having 
with his girlfriend 

He was not depressed. He Nad ex- 
pressed that he was fearful for his life

Former and current inmates who 
knew Albert Patterson have contacted 
the family and confirmed many of their 
suspicions, "Since my nephew's death

Affirmative Action still alive 


ollowing a flurry of anti-Affirmative Action ace 
tivity in California and throughout the nation 
the New York Times is reporting that many of 
the efforts are failing to gather the support needed and 
are losing momentum. This is welcome news for Black 
Americans, who know all too well what the devastating 
effects of such a nationwide campaign might be 
In California, Governor Pete Wilson began his now 
failed presidential campaign by signing arn executive 
order that abolished several Affirmative Action 
programs in the State of California. This was followed 
by a vote of the University of California Board of 
Regents to end race-based preferences in admissions 
and hiring. However, a recent petition drive to place the 
end of Affirmative Action on the ballot next year has 
apparently run out of steam, because of a lack of 
funding to pay people to circulate the petitions 


According to the Times, measures to'eliminate or 
curtail Affirmative Action programs have failed in 
Delaware, Georgia, Illinois, Michigan, Mississippi, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Texas and Washington. The failure of these 
measures too pass has been attributed to a lack of 
corporate support, and strong opposition by 
Democrats, civil and women's rights organizations 

Fortunately, both President Clinton and Ohio Gover- 
nor George Voinovich have come out in support of 
Affirmative Action. Their leadership on this important 
issue should be remembered and not go unrewarded 
lf we do not support those who are working for the 
benefit of our community, few will be willing to come 
forward on our behalf in the future. 


Discrepancy in number of hate crimes 
in no way lessens severity of the act

here is a dispute on whether hate crimes are 
increasing or declining 
ording to the FBI, hate crime is dawn nationally 
In 1994, hate crimes reported to the FBI dropped to 
5,852 from the previous year's 7,684 

However, U.S. Attorney Michael R. Stiles of the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania warned that “hate-in- 
spired crimes and hate groups are on the rise.” 

Stiles cites Southern Poverty Law Center studies 
showing that violent assaults directly attributable to a 
victim's race, ethnicity, religion or sexual orientation 
went up about 25 percent from 1993 to 1994 

The contradiction between the figures cited by the 
Southern Poverty Law Center and the FBI could be 
attributed to almost 40 percent of the police depart- 
ments across the country not reporting hate crimes to 
the FBI, suggested Special Agent Wayne Coweér of the 
Philadelphia office of the FBI 

At a minimum, Cower's recommendation that more 
police officers should be educated on what constitutes 
a hate crime should be acted upon 

It's a hate crime when the offender is motivated to 
act against someone because of the victim's race, 
religion, ethnicity, national origin or sexual orientation 

Our religious institutions, our schools, the media and 
our political leaders can play a role in reducing hate 
crimes om 

!f educator and clergymen spent more time educat- 
ing young people to learn about and appreciate cultural 
differences in our multicultural society it could go along 


way towards reducing bigotry. This type of education is 
being done to some extent now but it needs to increase 

The limited amount of multicultural education that is 
underway is being challenged by conservatives as 
being divisive. Opponents of multicultural education 
must be challenged on the grounds that to teach mul- 
ticultural education must be challenged on the grounds 
that to teach multicultural education is to teach true 
American history and culture. American culture is not 
an Anglo-Saxon creation alone but a totally new culture 
created by people of various colors and ethnic groups. 

The media and political leaders can play a greater 
role in reducing the climate for hate-inspired violence 
When the media show the nation's minority groups in 
largely negative roles, it contributes to dehumanizing 
those groups. The media must be urged to show 
Americans of many colors contributing in a wide range 
of endeavors to the advancement of our society. 

The media can and must speak out more forcefully 
when demagogues scapegoat another group for being 
the cause of society's problems 

Even with this educational efforts hate crimes: will 
continue, When they occur, victims must fight back. 

Richard Block, director of special projects tor the 
District Attorney's office offered recommendations that 
hate crimes should follow. 

First, victims should go to the police district where 
the incident occurred and speak to the victim's assis- 
tance officer. Second, the victim should alert com- 
munity leaders to make them aware of what's going on 
and gather their support in meeting with the district's 
police advisory council, Hate crime victims should also 
contact the Conflict Resolution unit of the police depart-

No Thanksgiving for Nigeria

arlier this year, Randall Robinson, executive 

director of TransAfrica, was pooh-poohed for 

sounding the alarm that Nigeria was certain to 
be the next hot spot on the continent. Supporters of the 
military regime in Nigeria, as well as some news media 
in. this country, painted Robinson as a human rights 
activist desperately searching for a new cause in the 
wake of the demise of apartheid in South Africa. Per- 
haps if someone had been paying more attention to 
Robinson's warming, celebrated Nigerian poet and en- 
vironmentalist Ken Saro-Wiwa might be alive today 

Saro-Wiwa had led a campaign of self-determina- 
tion for the 500,000-strong Ogoni minority in Nigeria, a 
nation of more than 90 million people. On Nov. 10 he 
was hanged along with eight others who were believed 
by the military government to have played a role in the 
murder of four pro-government leaders, Saro-Wiwa 
was reportedly miles from the scene of the murders and 
was denied a fair chance to defend himself 

Responding swiftly to the executions, the world 
community, along with the Organization of African Unity 
{OAU), condemned Nigeria. 

“All of us who had hoped Nigeria would respond 

, Positively to appeals made to spare the lives of the nine 
minority rights activists, including writer Ken Saro- 
Wiwa, are disappointed,” OAU Secretary-General 
Salim Ahmed Salim told Reuters from the OAU's Addis 
Ababa headquarters. 

The action was also Rech Be brig by South 
Africa's president, Nelson Mandela, who joined 
European leaders in calling for the expulsion of Nigeria 
from the 52-nation British Commonweekh. 

The world news media have had a field day reporting 
stories from their archives about iy sa long and 
bloody history since the 1967-70 Biafran war that 
claimed 250,000 lives. The latest military government, 
headed by the ruthless Sani Abacha, is one of 11 such 
governments the country has had over the last 60 
years, The economy is said to be in complete disarray, 
crime is on the rise in broad daylight and the school and 
health systems are in near collapse. Such reporting 
quickly evokes images of Liberia and Somalia and 
Other similarly troubled African countries. 

One cannot escape the feeling, though, that the 
brush stroke Nigeria is being painted with obscures 
much more than the world is willing to face up to. There 
is little doubt that democracy is slowly being choked to 
death in that country, but it is not happening without 


. 


some shameful and silent cooperation from westerners 
who have for years exploited the oil-rich country, 

Anglo-Dutch Shell Oil has been in Nigeria for nearly 
58 years. In that time it has maintained an uneasy 
symbiotic relationship with the country's leaders, a 
relationship that is now becoming a world-wide embar- 
rassment for the multinational corporation. Though the 
company has chimed in with resounding condemnation 
of the executions, it has also played a contributing role 
in the conditions which helped foster such an anti- 
democratic climate. In the pursuit of oil operations, the 
environmental consequences have been devastating 
for some parts of Nigeria, making some land unin- 
habitable and other parts undesirable for a country that 
Still depends greatly on agriculture for its survival. To 
its credit, the company has admitted its part in damag- 
ing aspects of Nigeria’s environment and has worked 
hard to make retribution and fo clean up its image. But 
its efforts were apparently not effective enough, or 
convincing enough, for the minority population of the 
Ogoni people, an agrarian tribe that has been directly 
impacted by the damage done to the land. 

Ken Saro-Wiwa, an outspoken critic who used 
poetry and documentary film to dramatize the great 
unrest these conditions of neglect have yielded, came 
to personify a spirit of dissent which captured the 
attention and support. of many of the world's human 
rights organizations. Through him and others, it be- 
came nearly impossible for the Abacha government to 
hide the fact that the oil profits being paid ta the country 
by Shell were not being used to improve the quality of 
life in Nigeria. 
~ Sara-Wiwa's outspokenness ultimately cost him his 

le. 

The latest strategy on the table from world leaders 
girding to force Nigeria to end its anti-democratic tactics 
‘Ss imposing stiff sanctions against the country. The 
western rationale, as it always has been in these 
circumstances, is that better many thousands of in- 
nocents suffer in the short term so that @ monstrous 
few are ultimately eradicated in the term. Of 
course, in the United States, which has . Jesse 
Helms heading the foreign relations committee that has 
already slashed humanitarian aid to Africa in half, it is 
unlikely that even. stiff sanctions are going to be 
managed in a way that will yield results that can steer 
Nigeria toward a rood of healing any time soon. 

It would seem this tragedy in Nigeria may turn out 
to be the greatest challenge of Randall Robinson's 
iustrious career,

The importance of Black Judges

The loss of Black Municipal 
Judges in the November, General 
Election has implications that extend 
far beyond 1996, and Cleveland 
Municipal Court. Most Blacks elected 
to the Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court were first appointed or 
elected to seats on Municipal Court 
Compared to other ethnic groups, 
Blacks experience a per capita deficit when it comes to 
representation on the bench. 

There 101 judges elected, appointed or sitting by 
assignment from Federal District-Gourt down to the 
municipal level in Cuyahoga County, In January, 1995, 
only 14 Blacks will be able to mete out justice in this area 

U.S, District Court Chief Justice George While and 
Judge Solomon Oliver, will sit in Federal Court; Judges 
Patricia Blackmon and Sara Harper, in the Ohio Court of 
Appeals (Eighth District); Judges Carl J. Character, Lillian 
J. Greene and Shirley Strickland Saffold in the General 
Division of the Common Pleas Court; Judges Larry Jones, 
Ronald B. Adrine, C. Ellen Connally, Mabel M. Jasper and 
Angela Stokes in Cleveland Municipal Court and Judge 
Lynn Toler, in Cleveland Heights and Judge Una Keenon, 
In East Cleveland Municipal Courts. 3 

The future looks seven bleakér with Judge Harpe 
unable to seek another term by law, and Judge Character. 
in failing health, may not return to the bench in 1997, 

Coupled with Bloody Tuesday, when Blacks went from 
an eight person majority to a five person minority, the 
prospects for an early recovery from the judicial deficit 
seems remote. ° 

There seems to be a lack of candidates willing to spend 
the time and money necessary to be a legitimate con- 
tender for a judgeship 

According to most attorneys, being a judge is the 
highest calling for members of the legal profession. It is 
also well paying, highly ordered and even profitable when 
the judge's net pay is compared to the billings that a 
Practicing attorney would have to have to achieve the 
same net pay. 

Once elected most judges are returned again and 
again to office, except if you happen to be Black, Then 
you become the big exception to the rule, always in 
danger of being turned out, like former Juvenile Court 
Judge Leodis Harris, by lack of maney and lack of support 
from Black political leaders, 

How you fare often depends on who appoints you, who 
recommends you, who turns their back on you, and how 
you handle matters that come before you. 

What happened before a person became a judge can 
cast a big shadow, even invite speculation about the 
judge's future, Such is the case of Judge Ron Suster, a 
democrat and former state representative appointed by 
Governor George Voinovich, a republican, to the Common 
Pleas Court. 

Suster is not Black, He is however a fine man, and 
more importantly a friend of the Governor. His appoint- 
ment proves a point lost on some old style, Black leaders: 
white people support the best person, in their opinion, for 
a job. Labels don't matter 

Judge Suster once asked Congressman Mary Rose 
Oakar to ask then Govemor Dick Celeste to appoint him 
to the Common Pleas Court. If my memory serves me 
correctly, Oakar told him she had already been solicited 
by Congressman Louis Stokes to support Carl Character, 
a Stokes confidant, for a second time. He had been 
previously appointed but was ousted by Assistant 
Prosecutor Patricia A. Cleary who received overwhelming 
Support from the Plain Dealer, including a story designed 


to play to white readers’ fears on the westside. That story 
replaced a bland, perfunctory Carl Character story which 
appeared only in ghetto papers 

Oakarc could have let Suster down with excuses bul 
she told him the truth, now she has.a case before Suster 
who took over Judge Tim McMonagle’s docket. Now that 
case which languished before McMonagle for two and 
one-half years before he made a ruling on an issue two 
days before moving up to the Appeals Court, has received 
a flurry of activity : 

Suster’s rulings are expected to show the-difficulty of 
being a fair and impartial judge. Somebody, the Plain 
Dealer or Oakar, has gottolose. There are two immediate 
issues; a motion to dismiss the suit filed by the Plain 
Dealer's attorneys, and a request that Oakar's deposition 
be sealed and that a protective order be issued for 
documents she is required to produce 

These are side issues in Oakar's suit in which she 
alleges she was defamed by the moming newspaper's 
unsubstantiated allegation that as a U.S. Representative, 
Oakar had 14 ghost employees on the House Post Office 
payroll, 

Oakar's request is based on a deposition obtained 
from Plain Dealer reporter Keith Epstein in which he 
allegedly admitted "that he had been in contact with and 
had discussions with his Justice Department sources 
regarding Mary Rose Oakar.” 

The Plain Dealer's jegal representatives countered 
that “Insofar as Keith Epstein is concerned, he certainly 
did testify that he has sources that he uses at the Depar- 
ment of Justice to obtain information. He did not testify 
that he was a source of DOJ prosecutions. There is quite 
a difference."

That's what | was telling my | 
daughter, Jackie, the other day after 
hearing that Junior Walker had died. - 
The 50-something Sax player who 
headlined the group the All-Stars suc- 
cumbed to cancer in his Battle Creek, 
Michigan home the day before 
Thanksgiving 

Junior Walker was part of a stable of 
Motown performing artists who in- 
fluenced a generation of youth during 
the 60s and 70s. It was a time of coming of age not only 
for my generation, but for this country, as well, Civil rights, 
Vietnam, protest marches, the Age of Aquarius. 

Despite the turmoil and upheaval in America during 
this period of history, the music was “nice,” | guess you 
could say. . 

Junior Walker never received the acclaim as such 
Motown vocalists as Marvin Gaye of Stevie Wonder or 
Smokey Robinson. Maybe that's because despite being a 
virtuoso on the saxophone and a gifted songwriter, Junior 
couldn't sing worth a damn. 

But Junior Walker -- raspy, off key and all -- made 
music that made you feel happy during an era of unrest in 
this country, He made music during my adolescent and 
young adult years that was without bitterness and invec- 
tive, ; 
That's why, | was telling my daughter, the music of my 
generation runs circles around the music of her times. And 
that the music of my will endure, 

In hindsight, the song lyrics of my generation were 
comy and the background music sophomoric and repeti- 
tive. But the music made us happy and the messages were 
non-threatening and non-violent.

Sims and Nash, who together are 
credited for Marley's success as both a 
musician and a performer, handled Marley's 
career from 1967 to 1972. During this period 
they, along with Marley, recorded ap- 
proximately 200 songs, 49 of which have 
been locked in vaults until now 

Titled "Soul Almighty: Bob Marley in the 
60s," Sims’ new project features four tracks 
whose very titles have never been revealed 
to the public. The endeavor aesthetically 
highlights a profound, historical landmark in 
Marley's career that until this day has never 
been thoroughly explored or documented 

During this period, according to Sims 
"Bob wanted desperately to be a hit on the 
American R&B charts.

Music pioneer Joan Armatrading 
recently performed at the Newport Music 
Hall 

For twenty years, Armatrading has 
created artsy folk and innovative pop 
music. She made her debut with 1974's 
‘Whatever's for Us" and has racked up 
18, gold records in séven countries and 
two Grammy nominations since 

Armatrading was born in the West In- 
dies and raised in Birmingham, England 
Having taught herself how to play the 
piano and guitar as a girl, Armatrading 
moved to London, in the early '70s to 
break into the music industry. Her latest 
album, "What's Inside," is her fourteenth 
album 

A variety of influences -- rock and roll, 
jazz, blues and classical artists -- shaped 
Armatrading's jazz-tinged and reggae- 
flavored music. She says her all-time 
favorite artist is Van Morrison, whose 
album was the first one she bought when 
she was 9 

Despite her love for the music of Van 
Morrison, Armatrading insists that no 
one, particular artist influenced her style 
“When | started to write, | had no par- 
ticular influence," she says, "I try not to 
be overtly influenced by anything that |

"Women are being given more of a 
chance to express themselves in 
whatever ways they want to," she says. 
"Women can be as grungey or as 
feminine or as rocky or as jazzy as they 
want.

Linden Library book group celebrates 25 years 


The 25th anniversary of the Linden 
Library, 2432 Cleveland Book Discussion 
Group featured book reviews and plenty 
of reminiscing. More than a dozen people 
gathered in the library meeting room the 
morning of July 28. All were familiar faces 
within the group. A few have been mem- 
bers since the book discussion group 
formed in 1970. Some are relatives of 
original charter members. All share a love 
of books. 

Linden Library Manager Sue Hender- 
son (Southeast Columbus resident), 
served as moderator of the forum, turning 
the clock back 25 years to remind all 
those around the table what life was like 
in 1970 

"Four Kent State University students 
demonstrating against the Cambodian 
invasion were shot and killed by U.S. 
National Guardsmen. The first heart 
pacemaker, a nuclear-powered device,

The new year is fast approach 
ing and you've decided that you 
want to “get fit.”

You are making a 
big step. Finding a fitness program 
and “sticking” with it will be the key

The first thing you must do is 
decide what components will make 
up a good exercise program and 
what type of program will best suit 
your needs.

Open burnin 


is illegal in 


Ohio Environment Protection 
Agency is reminding central Ohio 
communities that open burning is 
illegal in restricted areas and that in 
can release toxic fumes and cause 
harmful health effects. When 
leaves and plant materials are 
burned, millions of mold spores are 
reteased, causing those with aller- 
gies to have difficulty 

Open burning is only permitted 
for certain purposes under Ohio's 
open burning regulations. Burning 
of garbage, tires, plastics and other 
petroleum products is never per- 
missible anywhere in the state 

With a few exceptions open 
burning is not permitted in the entire 
area within a municipal corporation, 
a 1,000-foot boundary around cities 
with a population of 1,000 to 
10,000, and a one-mile boundary 
around cities with a population of 
10,000 or more 

Outside of the above restricted 
areas agricultural, landscape and 
land-clearing wastes can be burned 
on the premises where they are 
generated. Buta fire may not be set 
within 1,000 feet of an inhabited 
building located off the property 
where the fire is set, nor may waste 
be moved off-site for the purpose of 
burning 

Since the adoption of the state’s 
regulations in 1972, several com- 
munities have tried to enact their 
own open burning regulations. Al- 
though communities are allowed to 
enact their own open burning 


10 
regulations, the Ohio Revised Code 
requires local rules to be as strin- 
gent as the state’s regulations 

Consequently, citizens who 
open burn under local law may still 
be violating state open burning 
regulations. In northwest Ohio, a 
resident who repeatedly open 
burned was fined $2,000. 

In certain: defined instances 
open burning may be permitted by 
Ohio EPA. An application request- 
ing permission to open burn must 
be sent to Ohio EPAat least 10 days 
before the planned burning. Such 
an application, at a minimum, must 
include the purpose of the proposed 
burning, the kinds and amounts of 
materials to be burned, the date(s) 
of the burning, the location of the 
fire and the methods that will be 
used to reduce smoke. 

Permission to open burfi will not 
be granted unless it can be 
demonstrated {hat the fire is per- 
mitted under state regulations; that 
it will be conducted in a timely man- 
ner and in a place that will minimize 
air pollutants produced; and that 
there will be no serious, harmful 
effects on the health of property or 
nearby residents

Training for the

A long ride home 


Having completed my first road trip to the 
Big House in Ann Arbor, Mi. to watch the 
classic OSU/Michigan rivalry in which the Wol- 
verines prevailed 31-23 and ended OSU Rose 
Bowl hopes a lot of thoughts ran through my 
mind.

John Cooper even stated that 
Michigan game is the biggest of the year and 
there is no way that itis just another game. But 
right there | believe was the problem for the 
Buckeyes against Michigan

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Mistrial is declared 
in Don King trial

Boxing promoter and 
philanthropist Don King left federal 
courtin New York last week smiling, 
winning round one in his insurance 
fraud trail 

At 2:15 p.m, Thursday, the nine 
white, two-Hispanic and one-Black 
jury sent U.S. District Court Judge 
Lawrence McKenna a note after 
deliberating for three days saying 
they were “irretrievably deadliock- 
ed," unable to reach a unanimous 
verdict on each of the charges 

The government charged King 
64, with altering a contract after a 
fight cancellation with Julio Ceaser 
Chavez and Harold Brazier, and 
nine counts’ of wire fraud 
Prosecutors tried to prove during 
the six-week trial King took 
$350,000 of an $810,000 non- 
refundable advance fee and never 
paid the money to Chavez. If found 
guilty, King could have received five 
years in prison and fined $250,000 
on each count 

After calling over 18 witnesses to. 
testify for the government, the case 
was unsuccessful in receiving a 
guilty verdict against the promoter. 

Instead, jurors say they were 
hopelessly deadlocked in the note 
lo McKenna. Before reading the 
note to reporters and court ob- 
servers, McKenna said the note 
was "odd" and he never received 
one like it before. The note stated: 

“Certain members of the jury (the 
majority) have reached the con- 
clusion we are irretrievably dead- 
locked and unable to come to a 
unanimous verdict on any of the 
counts charged." 

At first McKenna said he would 
probably repeat instructions about 
jury deliberations and ask them if 
there was any juror who believes 
further deliberations are 
worthwhile. 

Assistant U.S, Attorney Paul 
Gardephe argued the jury must 
deliberate longer and advised the 
judge to read the “Allen Charge" to 
the jury, (The Allen Charge is a sort 
of a "pep talk" read to a jury to try 
and make them deliberate longer 
and reach a guilty or not guilty ver- 
dict.) 

Lead Defense Attorney Peter 
Flemming backlashed at Gar- 
dephe, telling McKenna, King had 
received unfair,treatment in the 
New York press, which could in- 
fluence the sequestered jury. He 
named reporters for the New York 
Post who wrote editorials that 
bashed King and predicted the jury 
would find the promoter guilty. 

Reporter Jack Newfield, of the 
New York Post, has covered King 
for years, depicting him as a con 
artist and “bad guy." In one com- 
mentary, Newfield wrote: "! scored 
yesterday's round 10-9 for the 
prosecution...If King is acquitted it 
will be because he is smarter than 
the good guys. 

Wallace Matthews, also of the 
Post, has taken shots at King and 
boxer Mike Tyson in his commen- 
taries, He wrote several on King 
during the trial and jury delibera- 
tions. Ina recent article on Tyson he 
wrote: "To say (Tyson) looked rusty 
would be generous. To say he 
looked overweight would be an un- 
derstatement." 

In another article, Matthews at- 
tacked King and his acquaintances 
and employees, Several friends 
and employees of Don King 
Productions attended the trial, in 
cluding Tyson. Matthews wrote his 
employees were "henchmen" and

Before making a decision, Mc- 
Kenna stepped down from his seal 
and went into his chambers to 
deliberate on whether to issue a 
mistrial or ask the jury to deliberate 
longer. 

After 30 minutes he returned 
saying: "| have said in a number of 
contexts that this is Very close case. 
| don't want to do this any more than 
you do." 

With those words, McKenna 
declared a mistrial and said he was 
going to release the jury. Several 
court observers smiled. Others 
grunted in disapproval as some 
reporters dashed out of the 
courtroom to file their stories that 
King was once again off the hook. 

But a sudden change of events 
occurred when Gardephe implored 
McKenna to read the “Allen 
Charge." But McKenna responded, 
"| am not going to issue the "Allen 
Charge." There has been criticism 
of the "Allen Charge," It’s time has 
past in this day. The "Allen Charge" 
is coercive," McKenna explained to 
prosecutors. 

But prosecutors rose form their 
chairs and objected, saying the 
would go across the street to the 
Second Circuit Court of Appeals to 
refute his decision, 

"OK," said McKenna. "I-can be 
wrong. I've been wrong before, and 
| don't mind being told I'm wrong by 
the Court of Appeals." He gave 
them an hour and a half to get the 
appeal and reversed his decision of 
the mistrial. 

When their time was up, 
prosecutors didn't receive the ap- 
peal they had hoped for. However. 
McKenna made another stunning 
decision 

“| must ask you all to come back 
again. And please try to be on time. 
You are still jurors," McKenna said. 

This decision of reversing the 
mistrial angered King supporters 
saying it wasn’t fair the judge 
changed his mind. 

The next morning it was an- 
nounced the government withdrew 
their appeal and McKenna then dis- 
charged the jury, saying if they 
wanted to talk to the press they 
could. He, announced that on Nov. 
28 he would reschedule another 
trial if the government planned to 
retry King. The government imme- 
diately announced they planned to 
retry the promoter. 

New York reporters then lashed 
out at McKenna for issuing the 
mistrial and the jury for being dead- 
locked instead of coming up with a 
unanimous decision to convict 
King. 

The New York Post headlines 
called McKenna, a "Flip-Flopping 
Judge.” Matthews wrote that if the 
case ended in a mistrial he would 
have the gallbladder removed

Citizen Newspapers was able to 
catch up with two jurors as they left 
the federal court building in Manhat- 
tan 

Juror Gerry Alfino said she would 
have voted to acquit King because 
of the lack of evidence 

"| couldn't see the alterations in 
the insurance contracts," said Alfino 
in front of the court building. There 
were 12 intelligent people who 
couldn't prove the government's 
case beyond a reasonable doubt 
We argued passionately, and in the 
end we couldn't budge from our 
positions." 

Juror Michelle Leber agreed the 
government could not prove King 
falsified the contracts. 

"We couldn't come up with a 
decision. There wasn't enough 
direct evidence linking King to the 
fraud. There was reasonable doubt. 
The government failed in direct 
evidence," said juror Michelle 
Leber. 


King joined by Flemming and 
Tyson's co-manager John Horne, 
was bombarded by reporters as he 
exited from the building. He said 
nothing, only smiling and promising 
a press conference for later that 
evening, which never took place, 

"King is a strong man. The man 
has enormous strength," Flemming 
said to reporters with intelligence 
and did their best to reach a verdict 
The jury system is admirable. 

When asked if he would repre- 
sent King again in the next trial, 
Flemming said, "He is the client. |'m 
the lawyer. The client makes that 
decision." 

As King walked through 
reporters to reach his vehicle await- 
ing him, several onlookers yelled 
out: “He's the King! He's the King!" 

Instead of heading home, sour- 
ces say King immediately went to 
Salem Baptist Church in Brooklyn 
to give thanks.
